Realieing that after the war thera will’ be an anexampled 
test for trade supremacy, both in point.of gasgnitade and in vigour, 
the business minds of all wetions are at the moment rightly contid- 
ering the lines upon whieh do preceed with advantege, It is not 
nopatural that, with (ho iccreased attention being paid to such 
mattera, many projects, which have long struggled in vain for 
infloential eapport and public xeoognition, aro now finding their 
opportunity, Oxe of these. matters which is now being forced to 
the front, deala with the deficiencies ia British banking and financial 
inatituticns, in regard to which basineas men have long complained 
thoy they sre heayily handicapped. In lesding‘and special articles 
it has not infrequently been pointed out in the Tolegrap’s that the 
more elastic credit arraogemonts which foreign bankers, perticalarly 
German, have supplied, easble foreiga firms to secure markets 
which would andoubtedly be oura ifthe merits of the goods were 
the determining fsctor. However pernicious,ss a bosiness principle, 
long credit may be, one has to recognise that many foreign bayers 
—Chins providing a strong case in point~sre accustomed to it, and 
Yho trade natarally goos to the seller who can give that credit. The
